Speakers and electronics 
terminals have corresponding 
(+) and (-) terminals. Most 
manufacturers of speakers and 
electronics, including J BL, use 
red to denote the (+) terminal 
and blackforthe (-)terminal. 
It is important to connect both 



speakers identically: (+) on the 
speaker to (+) on the amplifier 
and (-)onthe speaker to (-) 
on the amplifier. Wiring "out 
of phase" results in thin sound, 
weak bass and a poor stereo 
image. W ith the advent of multi- 
channel surround-sound 
systems, connecting all of 
the speakers in your system 
with the correct polarity 
remains equally important in 
order to preserve the proper 
ambience and directionality 
of the program material.

• Review proper operation of 
your receiver/amplifier. 



If there is no sound coming 
from one speaker: 

•Check the "Balance" control 
on your receiver/amplifier. 
•Check all wires and connec- 
tions between receiver/amplifier 
and speakers. Make sure all 
wires are connected. M ake sure 



none of the speaker wires are 
frayed, cut or punctured. 

If there is low (or no) bass output 

• M ake sure the connections 
to the left and right "Speaker 
Inputs" have the correct polarity 
(+and-). 

•Consider adding a powered 
subwoofer to your system. 
•In Dolby* Digital or DTS* modes, 
make sure your receiver/proces- 
sor is correctly configured. When 
using a subwoofer, make sure the 
subwoofer output of the 
receiver/processor has been 
enabled. If no subwoofer is 
being used, make sure the 
left and right front and rear 
speakers have been config- 
ured as "LARGE." See your 



receiver/processor's owner's 
manual for futher information on 
correct speaker configuration in

If the system plays at low 
volumes but shuts off as 
volume is increased: 

•Checkall wires and connec- 
tions between receiver/amplifier 
and speakers.

• If more than one pair of main 
speakers is being used, check the 
minimum-impedance require- 
ments of your receiver/amplifier. 
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
